Monday night council une 
animously ratified arecom- 
mendation that adevelope- 
ment permit. be issued to 
Sam Shapiro, St. Albert 
Motor Inn (1972) Ltd, sube 
ject to nine conditions, 

Later during the meeting, 
while dealing with a Com- 


mittee Meeting recommen- 
dation, that the Leon Kry- 
gier hotel proposal be 
returned to staff for a re- 
vised outline plan north of 
Ball Avenue, met with some 
opposition, 

Mayor Gibbon was very 
vocal in his opinion that Mr, 
Krygier’s application be 
given first reading, so that 
the developer be allowed to 
proceed with his rezoning 
application, 

Mayor Gibbon was roundly 
defeated by councillors 
Kambouroff, Throndson, 
Lukay and Hudson, They 
were united in their views 
that a first reading, ‘‘open- 
ed the door towards an 
agreement,’’ Mayor Gibbon 
defended his opinion by 
pointing out that Council has 
a public hearing and two 
more readings to gothrough 
before an agreement is fin- 
alized,

thing else is done, Coun- 
cillors deBruijn and Bakker 
were absent from the Mon- 
day meeting,

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New clinic for 
learning disabled 


laudedby meeting 


The fairly good turnout 
of parents, teachers and 
friends of children with 
learning disabilities at Mon- 
day evening’s meeting ofthe 
local association showed 
great interest in the new 
clinic being opened to help 
these children, ‘‘This is a 
tremendous break-through” 
said one mother, 

Dr, Jane Silvius, and her 
colleague, Dennis Brammer 
of the Child Development 
Centre offered hope for im- 
mediate help for the learning 
disabled child in the clinic 
due to open early October. 

They not oniy have amost 
impressive staff, but have 
the full resources ofthe U of 
A departments of pediatrics, 
speech and hearing, and 
opthalmology at their dis- 
posal, It is their desire that 
the services be free to all 
children, with expenses 
being met by grants from 
government, foundations and 
donations, 

Dennis Brammer defined 
the aims of the clinic to be: 

1) Diagnosis 

2) Remediation - the main 

thrust, 

3) In-Service training, 

As many parents have 
come to realize, diagnosis 
without remediation simply 
compounds their existing 
frustration, 

Dr. Silvius stated that the 
clinic would accept direct 
referrais from the parents, 
but she did stress that the 
most’ efficient, reliable 
means of identifying learn- 
ing disabled children is a 
concerned, and knowledge- 
able teacher. 

Service to children and 
families (a social worker 
is on the staff) is funda- 
mental to their program, 
Emphasis is on help for the 
preschooler, but Dr. Silvius 
promised that the teen-ager 
would not be forgotten. How 
often are these older child- 
ren simply written off? She 
feels that the local school 
districts should be streng- 
thened in terms of their cap- 
acity to aid the child, It is 
undesirable to pull children 
out of the home environ- 
ment unless effective pro- 
grams could not be set upin 
familiar surroundings, Here 
is where their in-service 
training program would 
come to the fore by provid-

conduct remediation in the 
home-school environment, 

Jack Patterson, principal 
of Vital Grandin School ask- 
ed, ‘‘How would remediation 
be carried out in regular 
class?’’ Dr, Silvius answer- 
ed that by a step-wise pro- 
gression of: 

1) Diagnosis 

2) Formulating a pro- 
gram for the teacher. 

3) Or sending out a gra- 
duate student to do the reme- 
diation, 

4) Follow-up from the 
clinic. 

5) Or tutorials outside of 
the school hours. 

Jane cautioned against 
loading up the learning dis- 
abled child with work after 
school hours as these little 
people badly need relief 
from their days of frustra- 
tion in school, 

Mr. John Lindbland of St. 
Albert asked how the Child 
Development Centre may 
relate to proposed govern- 
ment’ clinics being planned 
for Grande Prairie and Red 
Deer. 

Dennis Brammer replied 
that their clinic had a pro- 
gram, they had staff, and 
they would be offering im- 
mediate help. The govern- 
ment clinics on the other 
hand had not yet obtained 
staff and did not have their 
program well defined. Jane 
pointed out that close liai- 
son was being maintained to 
ensure that there would be no 
conflicts between the pro- 
grams and stressed that the 
Child Development Centre 
program was tailored to 
meet the needs of the area 
after exhaustive reserach 
into the dimensions of this 
need. 

Jack Patterson asked what 
the effect of summer lay offs 
are on the learning disabled 
child’s remedial program. 
Both speakers agreed that 
these children would lose 
more than the average child 
of their developed skills and 
suggested a low key sum- 
mer program. 

Tony Sware of Leo Nick- 
erson School asted how big 
a caseload will the clinic 
handle? Dr. Silvius replied 
that this depended on the 
back-up made available with 
the child, She recounted 
some excellent experience 
with a local school system 
which provided really thor- 
ough data with each referral, 
thereby allowing rapid dev- 
elopment of remediation, 
Dennis stated that 150 child- 
ren in the first year could 
be given a ‘‘really thorough 
work-up,”’

Sturgeon MD Council 
Reviews Road Costs 


A rather short agenda was 
dealt with Sept. 14 by the 
Municipal District of Stur- 
geon Council, All members 
of the board were present 
for the meeting which gener- 
ally extends during two days, 
but was wrapped up in about 
nine hours this month, 

A timely report was re- 
ceived by council from the 
Agricultural Service Board 
indicating that this year 
13,000 acres within the Mun- 
icipality were air-sprayed 
in the fight against the Ber- 
tha Army infestation, To 
cover that area, 3,180 Ibs, 
of chemicals were used and 
the final cost to the farmer 
has been established at $3.80 
per acre. Council agreed 
to make representation to 
the provincial government 
in an effort to obtain assis- 
tance toward paying for the 
army worm spraying pro- 
ject. Last year, the govern- 
ment made a grant based on 
$1.00 per acre, 

The Municipal District 
Superintendent’s report re- 
vealed that regravelling and 
cold mix costs so far this 
year amounted to a total of 
$224,695.96, This sum in- 
cludes the regravelling of 
155 miles of municipal 
roads, 18 miles of cold mix 
a considerable amount of 
cold mix patch work plus 
over seven miles of regra- 
velling of last years’ con- 
struction, The above amount 
actually covers regravell- 
ing, cold mix and repairs 
to a grand total of 183 miles 
of MD road, Cost of oil for 
the program to date comes 
to $58,606.06. A conclud- 
ing comment made by the 
superintendent showed that 
gravelling costs came to 
$3.01 per cubic yard de- 
livered and spread. 

Still dealing with MD road 
costs, maintenance of the 
1,400-mile network within 
Sturgeon has so far this 
year come to $116,501,00 
while the cost of road cone 
struction to date comes to
